gave each other mutual aaauranc- 
es described officially ae concern- 
ing "the desirability of maintain- 
ing close contact in regard to fu- 
ture developments in the Euro- 
pean eituation." 


The following communique was 


issued; 


"During his stay In Warsaw, 


Captain Anthony 
7den, 
British 


lord privy seal, was received by 
the president of the Polish repub- 
lic and Marshal Pildusky. Capt. 
Eden had, in addition, several con- 
versa,tions with M. Joseph Beck, 
minister of foreign affairs. 
'He gave M. Beck an account of 


the recent exchanges of 
views 


which the British, iwUiisters have 
had in Berlin and Moscow upon 
the basis of the London commun- 
ique of March 2. 


Conversations Cordial. 
"During the conversations, which 


were cordial in tone. Beck gave 
Eden the views of the Polish gov- 
ernment upon matters set forth 
in this communique and 
upon 


present international situations in 
general. 
'It was agreed that these ex- 


changes of views which were ex- 
ploratory in charecter had well 
fulfilled their purpose. The desir- 
ability of maintaining close con- 
tact In regard to future develop- 
ments in the European situation 
was emphasized." 
From sources considered relia- 


ble, it was learned that Eden was 
told by hts hosts that they would 
welcome arrangements definitely 
advancing European peace. Some 
observers believed this meant dis- 
carding the Eastern pact, at least

Rain and Hail

West, Jr., said today that 
James D. McAllister, 36- 
year-old ex-convict, admit- 
ted after hia arrest at a 
transient bureau that he 
killed Percy 
A. Calkins, 


well-known Houston salesman and 
bridegroom of a month, near Edln- 
burg Sunday. 
McAllister, West said, had serv- 
ed two sentences at the state pen- 
itentiary and had only recently 
been released from the Eastham 
farm. 
The ex-convict was surprised by 
the officers at 4 a. m., as he lay 
asleep in a bed at the transient 
bureau. A 16-inch double bareled 
sawed off shot gun was found near 
his bed, together with 
a pearl- 
handled .38 calibre pistol and Cal- 
kins' suitcase. 
The man told the police they 
could find Calkins' automobile in 
the 500 block of Indianola street. 
They curried to the address and 
located the car, still besmirched 
with blood. 
The arrest in the transient bu- 
reau set Sheriff West's men into 
a frenzy of action. Raiding par- 
ties of deputies cleared out the 
bureau after downtown places of 
all their occupants attd marched 
them to the county jail stockade 
More than 600 men were in the 
parade which lasted from 4:50 to 
6:30 a. m. All of the men will be 
fingerprinted by detectives. 
Four Officers Track Slayer. 
The Valley party that tracked 
the ex-convict to San Antonio con- 
sisted of Sheriff J. A. Goolsby of 
Cameron county, Sheriff R. T. 
Daniels and Deputy Sheriff N. K. 
Campbell of Hidalgo county, and 
United States Border 
Patrolman 
Charles Sea. 
The four men had been on/the 
trail since the finding of Calkins' 
partly clothed body late Sunday 
on the lonely Red Gate road, 30 
miles northeaet of Edlnburg. 
The man's statement told of his 
leaving San Antonio a week ago 
to holdup some prosperous looking 
person, Sheriff Daniels said. 
The sheriff said the ex-convict 
admitted thumbing a ride from 
Calkins a few miles out of Fal- 
furrias 
Calkins stopped and the 
man shot him with his pistol as 
he climbed into the oar, he said. . 
The man told the sheriff that 
Calkins body slumped from the 
car but that he pulled him in and 
threw him in the back seat. He 
said he then drove down a blind 
road and had to retrace his way. 
The transient then • drove down 
the Red Gate road, he reported, 
and dumped Calkins' body, clad 
only in hia underclothing and a 
red tie, into a thicket of prickly 
pear at the side of the road. 
He told Sheriff Daniels he had 
robbed the body of $7.65, a wrist 
watch and other articles of jew- 
elry.Picked Up Carnival Worker. 
McAllister then drove 
on 
to 
Raymondvllle, 
according 
to the 


sheriff's report, and picked up a 
hitch-hiking cajrnival worker. The 
two drove into Rio Hondo where 
they spent Sunday night. 
The 
carnival worker was 
given 
the 
wrist watch and one of Calkins' 
bags. 
A co-worker became suspicious 
and took the license number, Pa- 
trolman Sea reported, and when 
he read of the murder next day, 
immediately notified the officers. 
The hitch-hiking carnival work- 
er was arrested and the watch re- 
covered. He then led the officers 
to a place where he had thrown the 
torn remnants of Calkins' bag. 
Getting McAllistr '• trail from 
the carnival worker, the officers 
hurried to Can Antonio, arriving 
early Wednesday morning. 
Sheriff West, Thief Investigator 


A J. Goetz and a squad of dep- 
uties rushed to the transient bu- 
reau with the Valley officers and 
captured McAllister before he was 
conscious of 1'ielr arrivt" 
Under questioning 
by 
Sheriff 
West, McAllister readily agreed to 
make a written statement.

The peo- 
ple "of 710 importance" kill- 
ed in the war ran into mil-

But it seems 
to be bringing success to its 
cultivator as did the bean 
in the-fairy tale. 


The 
soy bean, says a 


much-impressed 
reporter, 


"can 
do practically any- 


thing except play the slide 
trombone." 


A nationally known paint 


concern 
has 
backed soy 


beans 
to 
the 
extent of 


$650,000 
and . is 
getting 


from them an 
oil which 


makes better paint 
than 


anything ever used before, 
holding color longer, drying 
more quickly, and so on. 


Among the other prod- 


ucts of this bean—a native 
of China—are hay, fertiliz- 
er, margarine, cheese, veg- 
etable oils for salads or 
cooking, 
meal 
for 
stock 


feeding, a synthetic prod- 
uct like bakelite, and leci- 
thin (used in the rubber, 
textile and baking indus- 
tries). Experiments now be- 
ing made may result in the 
use of the protein content 
of thii versatile vegetable 
in the manufacture of pa- 
per, as the adhesive agent 
which binds together the 
ingredients of the paper and 
furnishes the glaze. 


Farmers are taking an in- 


terest 
in soy beans for 


many reasons, not the least 
of which is the rapidly de- 
veloping commercial mar- 
ket. But also the soy bean 
is bug-proof, and its culti- 
vation in regions infested 
with chinch-bug will help 
to starve 
out that

while producing profitable 
crops.

His second objective, the high 
sources said, will be an under, 
standing on essentials of a gen- 
eral European security pact to 
which Germany will be Invited 
to adhere. 
Falling to obtain an agreement 
on the 
general 
security pact, 
It is reliably stated Laval prob- 
ably will seek mutual assistance 
agreements among France, Rus- 
sia and Czechoslovakia. 


Officials indicated there would 
be little difference between such 
pacts and the pre-war military 
alliances "although the world al- 
liance if no longer used in dip- 
lomatic language." 


The French feel Capt Anthony 
Eden's visits In Eastern European 
capital* have shown that all Euro- 
pean countries with the exception 
of Germany are-generally agreed 
on the necessity of a show of 
unity designed to make Retchs- 
feuhrer Hitler hesitate before 'go- 
Ing too far." 


Although England If regarded in 
governmental circles as the only 
power undecided on what course 
to follow, French official circles 
hope the Stresa conference will 
help in ironing out her hesitancy. 


Reports that France's military 
precautions were undertaken as a 
result of information, obtained af- 
ter the Berlin conversations of 
Sir John Simon, British foreign 
secretary, were officially denied. 
Authorities said the precautions 
were based entirely on General 
necessities produced by Germany's 
announcement of her determina- 
tion to assume conscription.

Hamilton and Palmer were as- 
sessed death penalties 
in

slaying of Crowson. The two des- 
peradoes and thrtfe other con- 
victs escaped from the Eastham 
farm with pistols planted by Bar- 
dow* gang and under protection 
of machine gun fire laid down by 
Barrow and his aides.

The act of congress authorizing 


such loans and regulations of the 
Farm Credit Administration pro- 
vide 'that, such loans may be made 
only to Such farmers as are un- 
able to obtain credit elsewhere 
for seed, fertilizer, supplies feed 
or the necessary credit to pur- 
chase such Items- Loans will not 
be made to applicants who can 
obtain credit from 
any 
other 
source including production credit 
associations. 


Any farmer who has the neces- 
sary security should apply first 
to the production credit associa- 
tion, and if they are unable to 
supply his needs, 
a 
statement 


will be furnished him which will 
make him eligible to apply for a 
loan from the emergency fund.

est loan to one farmer in $500

the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce from Congressman Luther 
A. Johnson. 
As a result struc- 


tures erected during this period 
will be of permanent nature. 


The following excerpts from the 


letter of the director to the con- 
gressman explaining the change 
are self-explanatory: 


"The 
decision to change the 


type of construction for buildings 
in CCC camps from permanent 
structures to portable buildings 
was made in order that substan- 
tial economies might be effected. 


"Although I still feel that a pro- 


gram of this character would be 
justified, I want to inform you 
that today, (March 28) in confer- 
ence with the Secretary of War, 
it was agreed to forego the sub- 
stitution of portable buildings in 
the Fifth Period of Emergency 
Conservation Work, beginning on 
April 1, 1935. The new camp con- 
struction will be of the type here- 
tofore used. 
"Lumber for this construction 


.will be purchased according to 
regulations by inviting open bids 
and local labor will be employed 
in the construction of the camp." 


With the construction of a camp 


in Corsicana contemplated within 
the near future, 
local 
lumber 


dealers and laborers were deeply 
interested in the reports of the 
changed plans. Numerous protests 
were filed against the proposed 
substitutions by organization over 
the state.
